The Sun Bead is a fine specimen of this extremely rare bead; it is of pale greenish hue with alternate vertical 
stripes of dark blue and red round the sides, and on the flattened poles a series of four stars or suns with twelve 
extended rays, on the outside a narrow opaque white, next a broad porcelaneous red, next a narrow white, and 


cali Qos broader red. Of these beads Mr. Nesbitt in his ‘‘ Handbook for Glass” says: they were “the 


earlic oducts of the art of glass making, and their wide dispersion may be referred, with much probability, to 
their E@ving been objects of barter between the Phcenician merchants and the barbarian inhabitants of the various 
countries with which they traded.” Very few are known, and those have been found scattered over the far distant 
countries of the globe, and in spite of early commerce with these islands only four are known to have been found 
in London, those four all being in the Guildhall Museum. Even Mr. Mayhew does not seem to have been aware 


of his possession, since he has labelled it Egypto-Roman without any comment.
